THE! HAGUE, Netherlands (AP).— 
Three members of the terrorist 
Japanese Red Army  maintamed 
thelr hold om nine hostages inside 
the French Embassy here yesterday 
despite France's agreement to turn 
over am imprisoned comrade as the 
terrorisis had demanded. 

Dutch marines joined the security 
force at the scene. 

The prisoner was flown from a 
French prison to an airport near 
here, meeting the original demand 
of the terrorists when they seized 
the French Ambasgador and eight 
‘other persons as hostages Friday. 

There was no immediate official 
explanation as to why the Red 
Army group had uot agreed to re- 
lease the hostages in exchange for 
the prisoner brought from France, 
but the terrorists did accept ἃ. me- 
dilation offer from the Egyptian am- 
Dbaszador im the Hague. The Red 
Army has ties with Arab terror 
groups. 

There were reports which could 
not be officially confirmed that the 
prisoner at the airport was refusing 
to be released to join the Red Army 
trio.

200 soccer fans held 


SOUTHAMPTON, England (AP).— 
A tralnioad of over 200 soccer fans, 
mostly teenagers, were 

yesterday after reportedly smashing 


up cars on the way to a big game. ἢ 


The fans came tp town to see the 
game between Southampton and 
Portsmouth in the English Second 
Diviston. Police said almost every 
light bulb on the train was smashed 
and one compartment had the roof 
bashed in, 


flak jackets reinforced scores of 
police around the building, Ali traf- 
fic was blocked for about a mile, 
and streetcar and bus services were 
disrupted. The cordoned-off area 
included the Dutch Parliament 
building. 

The terrorists also accepted a

They set two deadlines, but both 
passed without incident. 

Dutch police occupied the lower 
three floors of the Embassy, posted 
sharpshooters on neighbouring roofs 
and set up a cordon outside the buld- 
ing as French police brought Fu- 
ruya to Amsterdam airport, about 
a 30-minute drive from the Hague, 
and held him there. 

The terrorists also demanded a 
bus to take them and the hostages 
to the airport, and ἃ plane to fly 
them out of the country. They said 
they would free the hostages af- 
ter they reached their destination, 
but did not say what it was. 

KLM, the Dutch airline, said one 
of its planes was standing by at 
the airport, but that the gunmen 
must come.akcard. unarmed, and 
their destination must be known 
before departure.

WASHINGTON, --- When Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger returns to 
the Middle East for about four days 
durlng the second week of October, 
he will expect Prime Minister Ra- 
‘in's government to have formulated 
@ preliminary plan regarding second 
stage negotiations with Egypt. The 
Secretary hopes the Israeli govern- 
ment will have also adopted a firmer 
position cn how best to get talks 
started with Jordan. 

According to informed sources 
here, Dr. Kissinger and Mr. Rabin, 
in thelr meetings here last week, 
reviewed in great detail the various 
cpticns almed at main’ the 
diplomatic momentum in the Middle 
Bast. 

They did not reach a firm decision 
on the next stage but it 15 now be- 
lieved that both the U.S. and Israel 
agree that talks should begin next 
on the Egyptian front. 

Dr. Kissinger will meet with 
Arab foreign ministers curing the 
ΟῚ session of the U.N. General 
Assembly later this month. At that 
time, and in meetings next month 
with’ Arab heads of government in 
the Middle East, the Secretary will 
try to reach a consensus regarding 
the next round of tals. 

He will attempt to convince King 
Hussein cf Jordan to wait patiently. 
while Israel and Egypt resume nego- 
tlations and he will assure the 
monarch that Israel will begin talks 
with him as soon as @ second stage 
agreement with Egypt is achieved. 

Mr. Rabin told a press conference 
at Blair House on Friday the U8. 
end Israel had reached an “under- 
standing” cn the need to search for 
Peace in the region. “I believe that 
there is an understanding of the 
way we have to pursue in the ef- 
forta to move from the present situa- 
tion towards peace,” he said. 

The Prime Minister would not 
commit himself, however, noting 
that there should be “much more 
room for manoeuvre in exploring 
further what will be the next solu- 
tion.”

Road accidents 
down this year 


if you are driving, you have 
slightly less of a chance of being 
hurt on the road than you did 
last year. 

This was reported on Fri 
the Central Bureau of Statistics 
which noted a drop of four per 
cent in the number of accidents in 
the January through August period 
this year, ag compared to last year’s 
corresponding period. Injuries went 
down by five per cent in the same 
period. 

The bureau recorded 9,980 acci- 
dents and 14,575 injuries during 
January-August 1974 as compared 
with 10,435 accidents and 15,294 
casualties in 19732. 

_Another drop was noted in ac- 
cidents in August this year as 
compared to July. The Bureau said 
that there were nine per cent ieas, 
while the expected drop because of 
seasonal changes was only five per 
cent. The police recorded 1,297 ac- 
cidents in August, with 1,934 per- 
sons injured.

aging peace." 

Once peace comes, the Diet mem- 
bers say that Japan will be ready 
to help both sides various 
technological and educational pro- 
jects. It is likely, also, that normal 
trade relations will be malntained 
with the entire area, they said. 

Last year’s Arab oil boycott 
came as a shock to Japan, which 
gets 85 per cent of its oil from 
the Middle East, and caused con- 
siderable damage to the economy, 
they said. Japan, 8 leading con- 
sumer country with little natural 
rezources of its own, opposes the 
use of natural resources as a dip- 
lomatic weapon. 

The Arab boycott provided a good 
opportunity for reassessing Japan’s 
relations with the producing coun- 
tries, they sald.

He noted that since 
the creation of the state, only 11 
agricultural settlements have been 
set up im the Arava and their po- 
pulation ia just about 2,000. 

The plan calls for adding a hand- 
ful of new settlements.in the next 
few years and creating two agricul- 
tural blocs — moshavim in the 
northem Arava end kidbutzim in 
the southern Arava. The 60-km- 
long stretch of the central Arava 
has no special agricultur:1 advan-

Nixon pardon 
attributed to 
mental state 


LOS ANGELES (AP}. .— Richard 
Nixon's health — particularly his 
emotional condition — was the main 
reason President Ford decided to 
pardon the former president, the 
“Los Angeles Times” said in its edi- 
tions yesterday. 

The story, from the newspaper's 
Washington bureau, reported that a. 
long-time Ford associate said, “It's 
obvious that what happened is that 
someone spoke to Ford and des 
erlbed Nixon's condition as very 
grave, very serious.” 

A. Republican who talked to for- 
mer Defence Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird was quoted as saying Laird 
bad the firm impression that the 
pardon was purely “an act of mercy 
and compassion,” that Nixon wag 
“in very bad shape” and had “Jost 
contact with reality.”

from “severe physical strain and 
fatigue,” ‘but he continues to refuse 
hoypitalzation and remains secluded 
fm Casa Packfiea, according to his 
doctors. 

The first new medical informa- 
tion about WNixon’s phiebitis con- 
dition was released Friday by Dr. 
Walter Tkach, Nixon's personal 
physician who flew here from Wash- 
ington, D.C. to examine the former 
president. “There ig 8 new veinous 
clot in the former president's upper 
left leg," Tkach said in a medical 
statement. 

Nixon returned to his tightly 
guarded compound with Mrs. Nixon 
late Thursday after a five-day stay 
at the equally secluded Palm Desert 
estate of Walter Annenberg, US. 
Almbassador to Great Britain, Sour- 
ces said Nixon remained uncom- 
fortable and restless but the new in- 
flammation in his leg was reported 
slightly improved. 

Tkach was joined in his medical 
examination of Nixon by Dr. John 
Lundgren, a Long Beach, California, 
intermst, who examined the former 
president in Palm Springs Tuesday. 


“I have found the former president 
to be silffering from severe physical 
strain and physical fatigue, “Tkach 
said, “Buc he is mentally alert and 
has been working in his office or at 
home each day.” 

The physician sald “serious con- 
sideration” had been givento putting 
Wixon in a hospital, but it was ruled 
out “based on former president 
Nixon's wishes." He said Nixon 
will continue to receive medication 
and will be under doctors’ care with 
a weekly evaluation of his condition 
made by both Lundgren and Tkach.

follows clemency for Nixon 


NEW YORK (AP). — President 
Ford's partion of Richard Nbson has 
produced a stream of requests for 
pardons for everyone from a former 
federal judge to all the inmates at 
Kansas State Prison. 

And 8 few judges, although they 
lack the power of pardon, have 
freed inmates, reduced sentences 
after noting the President’s action. 

“What I'm about to do is unusual, 
but that seems the vogue these 
days,” said Los Angeles Municipal 
Judge Gilbert Alston, “If a man 
who almost wrecked the country 
can be pardoned, this defendant can 
be released to get proper treat- 
ment." 

With that, Alston ordered John 
Gabron, a 27-year-old Vietnam ve- 
teran who took three hostages at 
riflepoint during what was describ- 
ed as “combat flashback,” released 
inte the custody of his psychiatrist.

The latest dose of discouragement 
was provided on Thursday when 
the govermment reported that whole- 
sale prices soared at an even more 
rapid rate in August than they had 
in July.

General Assembly, which opens on Tuesday. ~ 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI).— 
THE 29TH SESSION of the UN 
General Assembly is expected to be 
action-packed from its very begin- 
ning on Tuesday, to its closing 
day about three months later. 

Clashing interests on a global 
seale will characterize its debates 
— often the old pitted against the 
new, the rich against the poor, the 
industrialized against the underdeve- 
loped and the free enterprize against 
the sociaHst countries. 

But in some cases, when the 110 
ttems on the session’s provisional 
agenda are being discussed, the ad- 
vergaries of yesterday may join to- 
gether i another random 
group, motivated by national or re- 
gional considerations or special in- 
terests.
